The tme is not far distant when there will 
not be a part of the British. dominions 
Upon which the sun never ceases to. shine, 
where there will not be an Orange Lodge 
established. (Hear, hear.) We must con- 
tinue to meet all classes on fair terms, let- 
ting them know that it is our determina- 
tion to maintain our rights as British 
Protestants, and we shall always obtain the 
respect not ouly of those religiously oppos- 
ed to us but of the whole community 


There are and Nave been many divi- 
sions amongst us, and these divisions 
have arisen from varions causes. ‘There 
have been outsiders who have seen and 


feared the growing power and influence ot 


the Institution, who haye written and 
spoken against it; failing to accom: 
plish their purpose in this way they 


changed their tactics, sought by insiduous 
deception to obtain the confidence of the 
members of the Order, and nothing was 
too good, nothing too fulsome or extrava- 
gant in language, but what they used in 
honor of the body. They sought admis 
sion to our ranks; they obtained it, and 
the seeds of dissension and discord were 
sown amongst us. Unfortunately when all 
should have gone together we were split 
up into fragments and our strength render- 
ed nogatory. Let us in the fnture act 
together, consult each other, know and try 
to do what is most for the credit of the 
Institution, and with “along pull, a strong 
pull, and a pull altogether,” there is no 
question as to what the result will be. 
We have increased in British America to 
nearly two hundred thousand members. 
Let us go on in the good work, and it will 
add to the maintainance of order and re- 
ligious liberty and freedom in this country. 
Take any part of tle country where Orange- 
ism exists and flourishes most, any partof 
the world where Orangemen are numerous, 
where they have never been afraid to ad- 
vocate the principles of the order; there 
they are respected, and can unfold to the 
breeze the banners of our forefathers with- 
out fear or molestation. (Cheers,) Let us 
never forget that # loss of respect on our part 
is a loss of respect for the Order, and that 
we will gradually come down just where we 
weres number of yearsago. In this country 
we are peculiarly and fortunutely situated. 
There is no statute to prevent us from dis- 
playing our colours,the colours under which 
the Prentice Boys of Derry fought and 
bled to establish the principles upon which 
the throne is founded.” (Cheers.) How is 
it with our Brethren in Ireland? There the 
laws are very strict. They are not allowed. 
to display a single colour, An Orange lily 
on the 12th July in your batton-hole would 
be sufficient cause to put you in durance 
vile. Itis a wonder they have put up with it 
ao long ns they have, Here we were not so 
willing to submit to persecution, for it was 
not until after the passing ofthe Party Pro- 
cessions Act in this country, that we had 
the first Orange procession, led by the Hon, 
Robert Read, and it was one of the most 
magnificent and imposing ever held in the 
country. (Applause,) On the 12th of July 
last, the Grand Master of County Down, 
Ireland, Brother Jobnson of Ballykilbeg 
House, determined to have a demonstration 
on his own domain. He issued circulars, 
stating that no colours would be display 


1, 
but that they were simply to meet and dis- 
uss the principles of the Order and of Pro- 
testantism. A priest who lived by him 
pretended to take alarm, and wrete to the 
Lord Lieutenant, stating that an illegal 
gathering was about to take place that he 
heard his chapel would be torn down, &c,, 
and asking for the interyention of the Gov 
ernment not only to stoyFit but to send sol- 
dicra to guard him, The Lord Lieutenant 
through his Secretary, wrote to Brother 
Johnson, calling his attention te the fears 
which had been expressed to him, and hop- 
ing that,he would ace the necessity of not 
holdir he meeting. Like a true Briton, 
Uuntramelled anduninfluenced by fears of th. 
powers that be, Brother Johnson returne: 
one of the most scathing and manly answors 
it haa ever been my good fortune to read 
(Loud applause.)

sought a presentation to Her Majesty Queen 

Victoria at one of her levees, in ordgr to pre- 

sent the address, The Duke of Newcastle 

wanted to present him as the Honorable 

John Hillyard Cameron, M.P.P. He re- 

plied, “No, IT came here as the Honorable 
Jolin Hillyard Cameron, Grand Master of 
the Orange Institution of British America, 

and as such I desire to he presented or not 
at all.” The feeling at home had then 
risen to such a height that it had caused thy 
defeat of the Duke of Newcastle’s son in 
one of the Counties of Eogland, and I be- 
lieve fearing further agitation upon the 
question, he conceded the point, and the 
Grand Master was presented as such, The 
Duke, true to his principles, never deigned 
to reply to that address, and it was left to 
the Central Grand Lodge of Canada to ob- 
tain the first recognition from the Queen,— 
On the death of the Prince Consort an Ad- 
dreas of Condolence was sent by our Grand 
Lodge, signed by the Grand Officers, and 
the Seal of the Lodge affixed thereto, to 
Her Majesty through the Governor General, 
and she sent a most graceful reply, thank- 
ing us most cordially as the Orangemen of 
Central Canada, for the kind expressions of 
regard aud sympathy for her in her be- 
reayement. This example was followed by 
the other Grand Lodges, and the same re 

ception was accorded to all, [I mention 
this to show that a steady determinatien to 
do right, obtained for us from the Crown a 
graceful recognition. In Ireland the Or 

angemen are peculiarly situated. During 
the late Fenian agitation their loyalty has 
been tested, tried, and not found wanting, 
When we speak of Fenianism it isa “thing” 
we cannot explain in @ lurry. But why 
does Fenianism exist ? Ts 1t from the bad 
Iaws in operation in Ireland or from the 
teachings of the Church to which most of 
them belong? If you have read the West 

minster Review of October, treating of the 
Established Church in Ireland—aad by the 
way the Westminster Review is one of the 
most rabid radical literary publications in 
Europe, more infidel than orthodox in its 
teachings, sneering at and always opposed 
to anything like religion, or the Establish- 
ed Church in Ireland, or any other Church, 
and advocating the doctrine of free think 

ing; when you find such a periodical as 
that stating that itis not the effect of the 
existing laws, think I may quote itas good 
authorityaipon this point. It goes om to 
show that Ireland is more prosperous nt the 
present moment than for the last century, 
and mentions the yacrease of wealth in vari- 
ous particulars. Add to this the opinion of 
Judge Keogh, in Ireland, drawn from him 
ata public meeting in the City of Dubtin, 
where something derogatory to England 
and her laws was said. He told them dis 

tinctly aud pointedly there was no part of 
the worldl where true liberty existed as it 
did in the British Empire. There was 
nowhere where a man could attain such 
high honors, whether Roman Catholic or 
Protestint, if he kept aloof trom seditious 
societies. He is » Roman Catholic and 
occupies a prominent position. You will 
also have seen the statement of an Trish 
landlord and a Baronet. He says the dis- 
content in Ireland is not the effect of the 
laws bat of the teachings of the church.

The following description of the desolation 
of an Arctic landscape Ja taken from Dr, 
Hayes’ work, “Tlie Open Polar Sca” — 

THE OPEN POLAK SEA. 


“The coast presented the same features— 
great wall-sided clitts, rising at our left, with 
a jagged ridge of crushed ice at our right, 
forming a white fringé, wa’ it were, to the 
dark rocks. | We were, in trath, journeying 
along a winding gorge or valley, formed by

BRILLIANCE OF THE ARCTIC SUMMER, 
The sun reaching its greatest northern de- 
clination on the 2ist, we were now in the full 
blaze of Summer. Six eventful months had 
passed over slice the Arctic midnight shroud- 
ed us in gloom, and now we had reached the 
Arctic mid-day, And this mid-day was aday 
of wonderful brightness, The temperature 
had gone up higher than atany previous 
me, marking at tueridian, 49°, while in the 
sun the thermometer showed 57°. A more 
calm and lovely afr never softened an Arctic 
Jundscape, 
Tempted by the day, 1 strolled down into 
the valley south ofthe harbor. The recent 
snow had mostly disappeared, and the valley 
and hillside were speckled with a rich carpet 
of green, with only here and there a patch 
of the winter snow yet undissolyed—an eme- 
rald carpet, fringed and inlaid with silver and 
sprinkled over with fragments of boquets—, 
for many flowers were now in fall bloomjand 
their tiny “faces pébned’ above thesod. A 
herd of reindeer were browsing on the plain 
beneath tie, and some white rabbits had 
come from thelr hiding places to feed upon 
the bursting willow buds. New objects of 
interest led me from spot to spot—babbling 
brooks and rocky hillsides, and little glaciers 
and softening snow banks alternating with 
patches of tender green. 
A maryYelous change had come over the face 
of Nature since the shadow of night had pas- 
idaway. Recalling the gloom and silence 
ofan Arctic night—the deathlike silence 
hich reigned in endless: darkness—the ab:

Tho Candian tnsurrection, 


The Avenir National of Paris has the fol- 
lowing account. of the situation of affairs in 
Candia up to January 3 :— 

“The exact position of the combatants in 
Cundia is Of the 40,000 men sent from 
Turkey and Egypt against Crute, there are 
scarcely half lett—war, fatigues, and the 
hb ravariably follow Turkish 
armies baying destroyed about, 20,000, 
Those that remain are disorganized and 
dispirited with the results of a struggle 
which hag little in common with ordinary 
warfare. ‘The reul strength of Mutaspha 
Pacha consists of « corps of 8,000 native

The 6,000 Cretavs buye arms, provisions, 
and munitions at their control. They are 
full of ardor like the volunteer troops, act 
under the orders of the able chiefs whose 
military education was compluted in the 
schools of Greece and France, and all have 
entire confidence in the success of their en 

terprise. Even should the Porte be able to 
send 10,000 fresh troops into Crete, they 
would not be sufficient to repress the revolt, 
and then it must become a question how 
long Europe will remain a spectator of a 
contest that apparently will be endless, if 
foreign intervention does not take place, In 
Epirus and Thessaly events are marching 
with the greatest rapidity. The insurgents 
have invited the Greek General Kouzzo- 
milla and Colonel Kaskari to put them- 
selves at their head, and it is reported ut 
Athens that they have already left for that 
purpose, and tresh recruits leave every day 
to join the insurgents. The provisional 
government of Epirus have issued a pro 

clamation inyiting the Thessalians to make 
common cause with them and to unite un- 
der one government.” 

The same correspondent refers to the 
barbarous act which, it is alleged, was re- 
cently committed by the commander of a 
Turkish man-of-war in firing upon a help- 
less crowd of Cretans, many of whom were 
women and children, He says :— 

“It was during the engagement at Souza 
that a Turkish war vessel, without colours, 
shelled women and children to-the number 
of 2,000, who had assembled at the signals 
ofthe vessel in question, and hoped to find 
shelter on board. Tio Russian and Eng- 
lish steamers immediately left to telegraph 
this news te their respective governments, 
und to spread abroad everywhere this hor- 
rible piece of news. The English Consul, 
Mr. Dickson, has openly expressed his 
views upon this useless and savage act of 
barbarism.” 

The following extract from a letter writ- 
ten by a young Greek of education, whe 
1s now in Washington, to a friend in Bos- 
ton, will be read with painful interest by 
all:— 

“T liad very sad letters from home. Nine 
of my fellow scholars while in the eoliege 
(the University of Athens), have been kill- 
ed by the Turks. Three of them have 
been taken prisoners by the Turks and have 
been roasted to the tire. The Turks asked 
them to submit themselves to the Sultan, 
and give up the christian faith, which they 
refused, of course. The'Pacha asked to see 
those three, and after hé saw them he asked 
them to submit to the Sultan again, which 
they refused again; then he ordered his 
soldiers to take them away, to make fire, 
to roast them, and to give them to the 
dogs, which they executed immediately. 
They were young men of education and 
spirit, graduates of the University, aud 
spoke as many languages asi do, except 
English and Arabic. Two of them prac- 
ticed the law, and one the clyil engineer- 
jong. They died the death of the hero, and 
they have slept their last sleep upon the 
arms of liberty. They bave lefta great 
maoy friends and relations who will mouro 
forthem. If you will look back to the 
annals of the history of civilized nations, 
you will find no equal barbarity between 
two belligerent nations, only in the Greek 
revolution 1821, and in the present s- 
cred war, But patience, we cannot do 
otherwise, We must accept all the things as 
they come from Heayen, but this is a bitter 
thing for one.”

The Practical Vine Grower, 


Bairacts from Mn Ji M. DeCourtenay’s Pamphlet. 

I have wlways considered that glass- 
fhouses, and the many able works in the 
Englis language adapted to the artiyicial 
cultivation of the grape in what are termed 
“yineries," has been one of the priticipal 
causes why the satura! cultivation of the 
yine in “vineyards” has hitherto been so 
neglected in this Provines. Yet, it is but 
natural to expect that persons desirous of 
cultivating the vine shall seck instructions 
in works of their own Hanyuage, and will 
by this means unynitisgty come imbued 
with the plans of artificial growers —plans 
that are no doubt very ingenious, and very 
well adapted to the unfruitful climate off 

‘cat Britain (Whore'excessive moisture and 

e Want of heat eit Ha neeitction of 
Vineyards fnpossible) tut tliat are here not 

only useless, but are as unnatural as if em- 
ployed against nature in any other portion 
of the vine region of the world, 

Pinching, paring, cutting and hacking, 
pruning in summer and in sutumh, burying 
in straw and mould, soaping, sulpburing, 
washing, picking and soissoring—will cer- 
tainly destrcy any of our native luxuridnt 
wild vines that might have the misfortune 
to fall under such treatment, and can only 
be applicable to the production of that ar- 
tifle At composition of manure and steam, 
called hot-bouse grapes—that from the bud 
haye been subjected. to such treatment and 
accustomed to such torture, 

In the vine region of Europe hot-houses 
are rarely employed in the production of 
grapes, but wre used tor the cultivation of 
rare flowers and tropical fruits and plants. 
‘The exception to this rule has been a yinery 
upod tHe Enplisit principle, imported into 
France by M. de Rothscbild, aud to whom 
is attributed the introduction of the odium 
—that most clestructive disease of the vine, 
which has within the last twenty years 
desolated the vineyards of Europe. 

Tu an agricultural or horticultural point 
of view, I am therefore at a Joss to discover 
the reason why premiums are given at Ag- 
ricultural Exhibitions for “best three varie 
ties uf Dot house grapes, three bunches of 
each,” and think it extraordinary that en- 
couragement should be given to a system 
ofculture, which, when upplied to grapes, 
has proved itself in different’ ways, both in 
Europe and America, iwjurious to the pub- 
lic welfare aud obstructive to agricultural 
progress. Whilst upon this subject I must 
Say that the multiplicity of small, worthless 
ines granted at the Agricultural Ex- 

ibitions, are in themselves impediments 

to real. progress, and are in my opinion on a 
par with our entire system of agricultural 
Managements,which nas not produced satis- 
factory results. A striking instance of the 
present system has lately been pointed out 
to me by a worthy divine, Rector of a par- 
ish west of Hamilton, who bad done me 
the honor to ex: mine our vioeyards and es- 
tall shmeat, and was particular ly attracted 
by the large quantity of flourishing white 
mulberry trees grown upon this estate, 

Tt appears that seven years since, some 
ladies in the neighborhood of St, Cather 
ines not only cultivated the mulberry with 
success, but produced samples of very su- 
perior silk, which they forwarded to the 
os irppl cara Show,” and were laughed at ; 
and no more silk exhibitors have very na- 
turally presented themselves. 

If an earnest, honest and practical Minis- 
ter of Agriculture had been the judge on 
that occasion, he would have granted a pre- 
mium of so much value to these ladies, that 
the question of making this Province a 
wealthy silk producing country would bave 
already become an accomplished fuct, and 
one hundred pounds wale Dot, at the time 
I write, baye been sufficient payment for 
the poorest acre of land in that district 
Where these intelligent and patriotic ladies 
were laughed at, and where the best lands 
can now not always fetch one-tenth of the 
sum mentioned,

It is un- 
doubtedly true that we must owe the 
future agricultural progress of this conti 
nent to the intelligent and patriotic efforts 
of our wealthy nursery proprietors, who in 
the more favored agricultural regions are 
the means of intelligent progress and of 
national and jndividoal wealth; but on 
their part they are bound to examine with- 
out prejudice the climate influences by: 
which they are governed, and must culti- 
vate the vine in our vine region with avjaw 
to vineyards and not vineries; with regard 
to nature, and not according to the pinch. 
ing, pettifugging principle of a forced and 
unnatural vefetation, 
The vines they produceshould be classed 
amongst the wine producing vines—natives 
of the country they are to be cultivated in, 
or of @ more northern part of that country.

The New Zealand papers bring news of 
more than one engagemeat between the 
volunteer forces and the native rebels. The 
first encounters, under Major Fraser, and 
about an equal number of the enemy.’ Tho 
Hau Haus fought with courage, but twelve 
of their number having been killed In lees 
than five minutes, the rest fled, léaving the 
field in pouseasion of their antagonists, The 
chief Te Ragihiroa was amongst the killed 
and five natives were taken prisdners, Of 
the volunteers only one man was wounded. 
A fow days later a seyere engagement took 
Place at Ketemarai, near Wanganui, be- 
tween the rebels and the colonial force un- 
der Major M'Donnell. The Major's troops 
weré at first repulsed, but being reinforced 
the next day, they attacked and carriod the 
rebel pah, killing seven natives and taking 
twenty flve prisoners. On the following 
night a second expedition started to make 
another attack. One body of men was led 
by Captain M’Donnell, who when advanc- 
ing, came suddenly upon two;sentries, who 
discharged their pieces, and the contents 
of one of them entered Captain M’Donell's 
groio, shattering the thigh bone. On the 
fall of their leader the men retreated, 
ing Lim off with them, and the object for 
which the expedition started was abandon- 
ed, Captain M’Donnell, though thought 
to be mortally wounded, has recovered.

“The subject of cheap railways, discussed in 
arecont letter fo our columns, {is attracting 
some attention among business men and others. 
The Counell of the Board ot Trade has appoint- 
ed a committee ae of Messrs. J. G. Mil- 
Jor, A. 8. McMaster, D. Crawford, J. C. Fitch, 
und Wm. Elliott,to enquire and report as to the 
feasibility of constructing cheap rulways lo 
this country. The Corn Exchange bas appoint- 
ed n committee with similar instructions, and 
it Is, we hear, proposed to ask the City Council 
to appolot a committee also, to make enquiries 
on the subject. In the absence of full {oforma- 
tion, It fs difficult to patany schome of the kind 
before the public in a practicable shape, hence 
the importance of gathering information by the 
means proposed. 

“The proposed cheap railways are railways 
bnilt with light ralls—intended for light engines 
and care ronuing at a lower rate of speed than 
that attained on ordinary railroads. It Is argu 
ed that such roads—with less expensive equip: 
ments, station-houses, and care—can be built 
and equipped at far less cost than ordinary rail- 
ways, and still be adequate to the actual re- 
quirements of the trade of our back countr: 
slong period. The point is to ascert 
careful enquiries from practical men at what 
cost puch railways capable of dolog a given 
amount of work can be built, We know that 
in other parts of the world there are roads of 
that kind doing good service. But we want to 
know ns near as possible In what way, and at 
what cost we can havo such ronda mado Io the 
sections ofour own country which are lo need 
of railway communication, and which cannot

Inconsistencies of 
States, 


the United 


To the Editor of The Leader. 


Sm,—In your issue of the Ist instant, 
| referring to “ the Mexican question,” it is 
stated that ‘during the Crimean war Sir 
John Crampton, British Minister to Wash- 
ington, had his exequater revoked for 
breach of that part of the neutrality laws 
of the United States which forbids the en- 
listment of troops for » foreign government 
within the territory of the republic. No 
peat complained of this; for it cannot be 
denied that the offending foreign minister 
had placed himselt clearly in the wrong.” 
To the last of this statement I wish, with 
your permission, to demur; and will do so 
by producing an editorial from the London 
Morning Post of March 25, 1856, In thisia 
A quotation: from a letter which appeared 
the previous day, and which was from my 
peo. The Post said, “Itis an old saymg 
that there are two sides to every question, 
but Mr, Marcy, for the sake of perpetuating 
a disagreeable and although uaneccssary 
dispute between the Uuited States Govern- 
ment and this country, marshals his facts 
| and argues his case in that uniluteral style 
which, however appropriate on the part of 
an advoacte in a court of justice, is un- 
worthy a statesman who protess:s to be in- 
fluenced by the highest and purest princi- 
ples of public law. He admits, without 
reserve, the evidence obtained from German 
adventurers —persons who, on their own 
showing, Were willing to sell their services 
to any one, and who atterwards, because 
they could not obtain the reward they ex 
pected, consequently turned common in- 
formers, and supplied all the information on 
which Mr. Marcy has founded his charges 
against Mr. Crampton, Sir Edmund Head, 
Sir G. Le Marchant, and four British con- 
suls The explanation and apology ten- 
dered by Lord Clarendon, as well as the 
entire cessation of the scheme of foreign 
enlistment in British North America, ure 
deliberately and systematically disregard- 
ed; aud Mr, Attorney General Cusbing, in 
his remarkable letter of the 17th Septem- 
ber, 1855, declared that no British agent 
should be permitted to give evidence un- 
less he should be put on the stand by the 
defence, in order that he might be tully 
cross-examined by the prosecution. The 
disclosures made in the case of Hertz, if 
they are worth anything, only show that 
British agents in the most public and os- 
tentatious manner issued memoranda for 
the guidance of parties who were to make 
known to persons in the United States the 
terms and conditions upon which recruits 
would be received in the British army, care- 
fully informing them tbat the iotormation 
to be given would be simply that to those 
desiring to enlistin the British urmy, fucili- 
ties would be afforded for so doing-on their 
crossing the line into British territory, and 
warning them that they must avoid any act 
which might bear the appearance of re- 
cruiting . within the jurisdiction of the 
United States for a foreign service. These 
instructions, in reality, were nothing more 
than advertisements conveying information 
which every person was at liberty either to 
act upon or reject, It is fortunate tat a 
witness has just come forward whose evi- 
dence throws much light on the question of 
foreign enlistment. We allude to the state 
ments which we published yesterday from 
a gentleman who signs himself ‘A Cana- 
dian.’ He states—‘As I was in New York 
while the scheme for obtaining recruits 
from the United States was in operation, 
and being witness—a!lmost connected with 
it--I have with great interest watched tho 
course of events connected therewith ; and 
T wish to bear tes:imony to a few facts 
which came under my personal observation 
while there, In the, tirst place, in reference 
to the request of the American government, 
that Mr. Barclay, consul at the portof } 
York, should be recalled, as being impli 
cated in the affuir, I cannot say all that Mr, 
Barclay did or did not do, But this I 
know, that T applied to hii for informa. 
tion and instruction, as onc who sought a 
situation in the Foreign Legion, and he re- 
fused to do anything for me, saying thathe 
Wished to avoid even the possibility of 
violating the laws of the United States. I 
askecl bim further if Mr, Crampton would 
assist me, and hesaid “no--he would do 
nothing that might be considered a breach 
of the neutrality laws.” He was most 
anxious that all the consuls should avoid 
it. On the other hand, this I kuow of the 
Russian minister at Washington—he cm 
ployed an American surgeon, gave him 
letters to bis government, and paid his 
passage. ThiscaseI know, and was told 
that there were similar cases, . The evi- 
dence voluatcered by this gentleman who, 
belpg « Britigh subject, wag desirous of re 
ceiving au appointment in the Foreign 
Legion, strongly confirms the assertion 
made by Mr. Crampton and the British 
government that there never was, on their 
part, the remotest intention of ‘infringing 
the neutrality laws of the United States,’ 
From the foregoing it wall be seen that the 
Post; which was then the organ of the 
British governmént, did not recognize the 
guilt of Mr. Crampton, although, for po-| 
ten. reasons, the insolent hostility of th:

Tho recently poblished sgricultaural sta- | 


tistics, taken from the census of New York 
State of 1865, naturally suggest some com- 
parisons between the products of the Em- 
ire State for 1864 and those of Canada 
West as contal: in the census of Canada 
of 1861 and 1862. New York is by far the 
most populéus and wealthy of the Btates of 
the American Union, and its people possess 
a fair share of the enterprize and y 
| which Americans claim as their distinguish- 
| ing characteristic, Ifthen, we of Canada 
West can compare not too unfavourably | 
| with New Yorkers, we may. fairly conclude 
| that we are not inferior to the most fayour 
ed portions of the United States. The 
climate of Canada West and of New York 
is not very dissimilar, and the agricultural 
products of the two may fairly be brought 
into comparison with each other. In view 
ing this subject, it must be borne in mind 
that New York has, uccording to the census 
of 1865, 8 population of over four anda 
half inillions, while Canada West, at the 
date of our last census, had less than one 
aud a half millions, 
. First, we note the number of acres of 
improved land, which in N rk is 14,- 
828,210, and in Canada West 6,051,619, or 
less than 41 per cent of the acerage of New 
York. Of wood and wild lands New York 
farmers hold nearly ten and w half millions 
of aeres, Canada about seven and one-third 
millions, The cash value of the farms of 
New Yorke is estimated at po less a sum 
than $92,881,831, while Canala West 
shows but $295,162,315, Theaverage price 
of the improved and unimproved farms in 
New York is thus about $36 per acre, while 
the average for Canada West is about 322 
70c, Taking into account the difference 
between United States currency and Cana- 
dian in June, 1865, we tmay consider the 
farms of Canada West but slightly less in 
value, scre for acre, than those of New 
York, On the other hand, the fear of in- 
ternal revenue imports may bave operated 
in producing « lower valuation than we 
should otherwise have had, of the farming 
lands of New-York. The same cause may 
have operated in reference to agricultural 
implements, of which New York returns 
$21,184,824 worth, while Canada West has 
$11,208,847, With less than 41 per cent 
of the acerage of the improved lands of 
New York, our province has, taking the 
difference in currency into account, nearly, 
if not quite, 75 per cent of the amount of 
Investments in agricultural implemeats, 
possessed by that State In Gardens and 
Orchards, however, the advance of our 
cousins is very marked. The products of 
the market gardens of New York for 1864, 
exceeded a million and a halt dollars; in 
this Province gardens and orchards alto- 
gether, return $1,904,145, while our neigh 
bours return, in addition to other products, 
over 16,000,000 bushels of apples sold in 
1864. Hay 18 another item in which there 
is a vast difference, our country returning 
less than a million tons, while New York 
shows nearly four millions of tons. When 
we add Iudian corn to the list of products 
in which our neighbours excel us, more than 
they do in acerage of improved Iaud—their 
product -in 1864 being nineteen million 
bushels, and ours in 1861, but 2,256,290 
bushels—we will turn to other articles, in 
which we have a decided advantage in the 
comparison. 

Fall Wheat. Ofthis New York had 406,- 
591 acres, producing 5,532,282 bushels; or 
about thirteen and one-third bushels to the 
to the acre. Canada West had 434, 729 
acres sown, anc 7,687,615 bushels, or an 
average of over seventeen and one-third 
bushels to the acre. Of Spring Wheat, 
New York had 104,996 acres —the product 
is not stateiLin the table we bave—Canada 
West had 951,687 acres of Spring Wheat, 
producing 17,082,774 bushels, New York 
bad, in 1864, 1,109,565 acres sown of oats, 
and produced 19,058,198 bushels, Canada 
West. bad, in 1861, 678,337 acres sown, and 
21,220,874 bushels, The breadth of land 
eown was 1minensely greater in New York, 
but the grain raised was less than in Cana 
da West by over two millions. of bushels. 
Average, New York 17 bushels, Gauada 
‘Vest over 81} bushels. Of Rye, Now York 
produced 2,575,288 bushels; Canada West, 
978,181 bushels, Barley, New York had 
189,035 acrea, producing 8,075,179 bushels; 
Canada West, 118,940 acres, and 2,821,902 
bushels. 

Tt will be noted thatin all kinds of grain 
the produce per acre is larger by far here 
than in the Empire State, whilé inthe 
great staple, wheat, we ace vastly ahead of 
them, both in breadth sown and in quantity 
produced, From this itis but fair to con 
clude that our Soil is superior to that of 
New York State—and perhaps, too, that 
our farming is better, Tbe larger supply 
of Agricultural implements in proportion 
to the quantity of impreve'l land, also tends 
to this latter conclusion. The exhibit on 
the whole is very favorable to the agricul 
turists of Canada West, who clearly lave 
no superiors.on this continent. Had we 
later statistics of Canada, the comparison 
would slow even more clearly that Cava 
dians haye no reason to blush for their 
country us « home for the farmer. The 
superior productiveness of our soil und the 
cheapness of manufactured goods, give our 
furmers now a very decided advantage over 
our nighbours on the other side of the lin 
The advantage tu emigrants from Europe 
sceking a home io America, which Canad 
affords, ought to attract a far lar, share 
of immigration than is the case, Not only 
is our soil good, but living is cheap here, 
as compared with the United States, and 
our taxation is a mere trifle compared with 
theirs.
